Open Sunday Not Acceptable 


The defeat of an “open Sunday” plebis- 
cite in Vancouver offers a decided setback 
to those forces intent, in Canada, upon the 
importation of the American view of the 
“day of rest.” 

Those who favor such an innovation 
will be discouraged by its repudiation in a 
city which, almost more than any other 
city in Canada, is under American influ- 
ence. 

Those who oppose it will be alarmed 
into greater vigilance end preventive ac- 
tion by the closeness of the vote which was 
roughly 25,000 for and 34,000 against. 

There are a great many Canadian 
people and institutions, including The 
Edmonton Bulletin, who can see no harm 
in commercialized Sunday sport provided 
those games do not conflict with the usual 
hours of divine worship. 

On the other hand, they are unalter- 
ably opposed to such relaxation and activi- 
ties as Sunday movies, Sunday horse rac- 
ing and open beer parlors on Sunday. 


IDEAL NOT IMPOSSIBLE > 


It is unfortunate that the Vancouver 
plebiscite was not more specifically selec- 
tive, that the introduction of Sunday sport 
with paid admissions had to carry along 
with it the other objectionable features. 

Surely there could be some relaxation 
of the Lord’s Day Act with regard to Sun- 
day sport without removing the restrictive 
authority of the Act as it concerns picture 
houses and beer parlors. 

It should be remembered that the minor 
revolt against the closed Sunday has been 
provoked wherever the Lord's Day Act has 
been too rigorously and sometimes bi- 
gottedly enforced. Such has been the case 
in Toronto and now in Vancouver, 

If the Lord’s Day Act were regarded 
only as a means of curbing outrageous 
Sunday laxity and the introduction of the 
wide open American Sunday, a great deal 
of this discontent would disappear. 

It is obviously a time for compromise 
on both sides.

There are many obvious rea- 
sons for universal fingerprinting: 
quick, infallible identification of 
accident and c®tastrophe vic- 
tims; identification of adults suf- 
fering from amnesia; prevention 
of mix-ups of babies in hospitals; 
restoration of lost or runaway 
children to their relatives; pro- 
tection of savings bank accounts; 
and finally cheating potter's 
fields all over the dominion of 
any more ‘unknown dead.’ There 
would be no unidentified dead 
if everyone's finperprints were 
on file; nor any grief stricken 
families wondering, hoping, wait- 
ang. 

Creation of civil identification 
file should be done if at all pos- 
sible on a voluntary sasis, Should 
this fail, legislation should be 
enacted to make it compulsory 
for all at an easy age to be fin- 
gerprinted. Before either is at- 
iempted, the public should be 
educated thit national finger- 
printing im this present civilized 
age is a must. What better way 
to pave the way but through the 
newspapers.

A—I am not familiar with this 
book, but the quotation from it 
seems to be confused and inac- 
curate. If dysentery is caused by 
milk, it is the result of germs al- 
ready in the milk, and not of the 
pasteurization, It has been showr 
by rigorous tests that proper pas- 
teurization destroys the germs 
causing human disease,
